The authorities of Hudson county, 


New /ersey, have set an example which 
should he followed by all communities 
which arc in close communication, as ours 
is, with places where small-pox prevails. 
The county authorities, aided 
by the 


local boards of health of Jersey City aud 
Hoboken, have provided places where 
the people can be vaccinated free of ex- 
pense to them. 
Large numbers of men, 


women and children are vaccinated every 
day. 
At Hoboken the Common Council 


chamber has been set aside on specified 
days for the accommodation of the city 
physicians and of persons who desire to 
be vaccinated. 
The physicians say that 


they observe that in all places where 
there 1ms been general vaccination tho 
epidemic fails to take hold. 
We do not 


know whether this work is performed in 
New Jersey in obedience to n state law, 
but 
in 
many 
cities and 
towns 


throughout the country it is done by local 
ordinance. 
Here ill Rhode Island wn 


hnve a state law on the subject, which, 
like a great many other statutes, is not 
obeyed in this community,being evidently 
placed on the books, in tho opinion of tho 
authorities, simply to provide one more 
law which they may hold in contempt. 
This law (Chap. 71. Sees. 21. 25 and 2(1) 
provides as follows:— 


"The town councilsin the seveniltowiis 


shall provide annually for tho gratuitous 
vaccination of the inhabitants thereof. 


"Such councils shall contract with and 


provide a suitable number of vacciuators 
to vaccinate as aforesaid; and order the 
treasurers of the several towns respective- 
ly to pay thorn sueh compensation as may 
previously be agreed upon; and the said 
vaccinators shall give due and reasonable 
notice of the time and place of meeting 
for tho purpose of vaccination. 


"Such vaccinators, as soon after ful- 


filling said contract as may be convenient, 
shall place in the several clerks1 offices a 
book, in which shall be by them respect, 
ively recorded, in a fair and legible hand, 
the mime aud age of every person by 
them vaccinated as aforesaid, and also 
such other remarks aud observations us 
they may deem useful." 


It v.i hr.rilly necessary to state that the 


law on the construction of statutes pro- 
vides that in the laws the word "town" 
shall be construed to include city, the 
word "town council" the Board of Alder- 
men, etc.

and one for keeping a nuisance.

Island, in employing Mr. C. F. Wingate 
to examine into the drainage 
arrange- 


ments of that place, which contains a 
large hotel and somo eighty cottages, and 
which is ono of tho most charming of 
our northern seaside resorts. 
The com- 


mon practical difficulty has l)eon felt at 
Shelter Island, of providing systematic 
sanitary arrangements adapted fry a whole 
community. 
It is rl,"ih'ned to draw np a

REPORT OF THE FISH 
COMMIS- 


SIONERS. 


The Fish Commissioners have submitted 


their sixteenth annual report. 
Up to this 


present time but few of the annual re- 
turns required from the k'ssees of pond-* 
have 
IHMMI iwoivod, and therefore 
no 


accurate statement ran bo made of the 
i-tuch of the past -sensu-i. 
Tho complaint 


in most cases is, not of scarcity of Hsh, 
but that tho black buss, so gciifittlly in- 
troduced into the leased ponds, cnnnot be 
caught. 
They appear to be plenty but 


will not take bait. 


The amount of spawn received from 


Grand Lake Stream was IHO.OOK. 
The 


spawn arrived in good condition, and was 
hatched with a loss of less than 7 pm- 
cent.; but the bulk of it came no late that 
it was the middle of June before the 
young fry were large enough to distribute, 
and then they were not us strong a* UIOHP 
hatched earlier. 


Massaehnscttti' share of spawn from 


tho Bncksport establishment wns220,000. 
Of this number 50,000 were received at 
tho 
state hatching house, Winchester, 


from which about -17,000 young fish were 
hatched aud deposited in the headwaters 
of the Nashua river. 
The balance, 170,- 


000, wero forwarded to Plymouth, N. H. 
This, with the portion due that state, to- 
gether with spawn taken at the Plymouth 
works, swelled the 
amount to 419,000 


eggs, from which -111,000 fish were ob- 
tained and deposited in the headwaters 
of the Mcrrimac. Notwithstanding th« 
depredations committed on tho river in 


18SO, 
and tho autumn drouth of last year, 


the run of salmon has been much larger 
than in any previous season, siiu-p the 
river was reopened.

The reports which we have published 


from day to day will have been read with 
u steadily growing astonishment. 
Noth- 


ing ill criminal 
procedure 
has ever 


equalled or approached in point of laxity 
the trial of the assassin of President Gar- 
t'leld. 
Iu spite of the solemn nature of 


thu event which is the occasion of Gni- 
tean's arraignment, in spite of tlm na- 
tional loss and tlu* grief nf many emmmi- 
nilies in which the crime lias resulted, the 
power of the ludicrous is beginning to 
assert itself irresistibly. 
One, of the se- 


crets of mirth, it is said, lies in strong 
contrasts. 
Some of the most stteeossful 


efforts of one class of American hu- 
morists have been their jests upon death, 
its circumstances aud trappings. 
Few 


more incongruous contrasts are on record 
than those between Gniteim's crime and 
the descriptions of his trial. 
The law of 


the District of Columbia, which permits 
a prisoner to tender evidence, lias been 
productive in this cuso of sufficient con- 
fusion and .scandal. 
The court, again, 


has had no option between putting np 
with Guiteau's wildest extravagancies and 
forbidding him. as nn insane man, to con- 
duct his own case. 
Of course, the latter 


alternative was nnt of the question. And, 
that no element of incongruity might be 
wanting, the American system of pro- 
cedure has proved clastic enough to admit 
the testimony of all sorts of witnesses and 
the intervention of parties who were 
neither witnesses nor counsel. 


From all these reasons, what should 


have been a grave investigation has be- 
coise - 
n- sort of ontcrlfti'»iiont that attracts 


the amazed curiosity of every reader. 
There is a story of an American despera- 
do in the West who met an irregular 
death in a little horse-stealing 
affair. 


The minister of religion was called upon 
to say a few words by way of enlogium 
upon the deceased, and. being conscien- 
tious, could think of no praise that was 
merited, but at last ho said, "Friends, 
there is no use in saying that the do- 
parted was a good man. 
Me was not. 


He was a real bad man. But this tiling 
I will say of him, that ho was sometimes 
useful at tires." 
In default of anything 


bettor to say of Gnitoaii, we may rommn- 
bcr that, though a murderer and a cheat, 
he hivs produced the most farcical trial we 
have over read or heard of. 
Whether his 


vulgar drollery is that of (he genuine 
lunatic, to whoso freaks and insults, as 
to those of a .court fool, every one is 
hound to submit, or whether they are 
those of an 'impostor seeking shelter 
under a cloak of insanity, is immaterial 
from this point of view.
